MAKING STONK FENCE.—With us the 


motto would be, whenever stone were remov- 
ed from the field, put them into a wall. 
If 


ten rods cannot be made, make five, and the 
next time a field is ploughed and more loose 
stones appear, make five rods more, but do 
not throw them into the corners of the fence, 
ncr into the streets. As to the kind of wall, 
\vc should like to see po»ts with two wires 
connected with a wall. If boards arc put up- 
on the posts, the wind frequently moves trie 
posts nnd injures the wall. We feel confi- 
dent that a wall with wired posts may be 
made one half a foot thinner than when 
boards are used, and yet more durable.
